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. HISTORY IN THE MAKING 



rDAST, more than ever before, his- 
tory Is depicted on stamps by 
nearly every country on the face of the 
globe — from immense Russia to tiny- 
Luxemburg. These stamps, if collected 
by a historian lor the- next 10 years, 
could provide him in 1950 with enough 
material to write a large size book on 
the history of the world. By merely- 
glancing through his collection he 
could get all the historical facts right 
from the stamps. 

Some of the recent events that took 
place in the last few years will show 
this to be true. For instance, only a 
short time ago Germany invaded and 
conquered Poland, and took over 
Danzig. Immediately stamps of Dan- 
zig appeared with the overprint 
"DEUTSCHES REICH." which every 
stamp collector knows means Ger- 
many. Less than a year before. Czecho- 
slovakia was occupied by Germany and 
stamps of that country were overprint- 
ed "Slovensky stat 1939," which meant 
that Czechoslovakia was no longer a 
nation but a German Protectorate. A 
little later these stamps were super- 
seded by new issues for Slovakia. Bo- 
hemia-Moravia, and Carpatho-Ukraine. 
These new issues showed what hap- 
pened to Czechoslovakia; that it had 
been broken up Into three different 
parts. 

Historical incidents, other than 
changes of the map. made their recent 
appearances and stamp collectors all 



over the world ate still clamoring to 
obtain the large number of seta issued 
to commemorate the Silver Jubilee of 
King George V and two years later the 
Coronation of King George VI. Every 
colony of Great Britain in every corner 
of the world, issued apecial sets of 
stamps for these two great events. 

On the regular stamps of Great Brit- 
ain for the years J935-1937. the history 
of its kings is well portrayed for in' 
1935 George V is shown; in 1936 Ed- 
ward VIII (Prince of Wales) who suc- 
ceeded his father; and in 193" to the 
present time, George VI, who succeed- 
ed after his brother abdicated. 

Not only are battles, victories, rulers, 
etc.. commemorated on stamps but the 
history of science, literature, arts, 
medicine, and the general good that 
Man does or creates. For instance, a 
new subway is built and a new set of 
stamps is issued. (Soviet Russia Issued 
a set of four showing scenes of the 
newly completed subway.) A new dam 
or hydro-electric plant is built and a 
new issue appears to commemorate its 
completion. (Boulder Dam here In the 
United States). Shannon River Plant 
in Ireland; and the Negro River Plant 
In Uruguay.) 

It is not difficult to realize that If 
one collected every stamp issued for 
the next 10 years a real large-sized his- 
tory can be obtained from what is 
printed on them. 




THE STORY OF THE STAMP 

On June 12, 1939, the Post Office Department issued 
a new stamp to commemorate the 100th anniversary of our 
national pastime. Baseball. The first day of issue was in 
Cooperstown, N. Y., home of Major General Abner Double- 
day, inventor of the game, who taught it to the boys of 
his home town while a cadet at West Point. 

Quile a bit of controversy was expected- over the de- 
sign, as different groups of fans wanted their baseball idols 
Pictured or remembered on the siamp. Some of those mentioned were Babe Ruth, 
Christy Mathewson. Ty Cobb, Walter Johnson and other famous players, but the wise 
u!d fellows of the Post Office displayed a great deal of judgment by showing the be=t 
type player of all, the American School Boy. To the school boy who makes this game 
popular, baseball means ever) thing— for he puts his all in the game when he is 
playing it. 

On the design are two boys' teams playing the game in a school playground with 
an American flag flying in the background. In the distance can be seen the school- 
house and a church with a steeple. 

The stamp is printed in purple and is identical in size to the current special 
delivery stamp. Figures on the exact number printed and issued ate not known as 
yet but statistics issued by the Postmaster at Cooperstown show that 398,199 Fir<t 
Day covers were cancelled there on June 12, 1939. This will be one stamp to be 
found in most boys' stamp collections.
